BORDERING THE FLOOR ADDS A NOTE 
OF INDIVIDUALITY 


FTEN a border is all that 

is needed to change what is 
merely an attractive floor into 
one of unusual individuality and 
charm. The extra beauty of a 
border treatment can be secured 
at a very moderate cost for any 
type of room. 

Whether a floor is of solid 
color, custom-built or figured de- 
sign, it is improved by an attrac- 
tive border. Borders may con- 


sist of either harmonizing or 
contrasting colors; of simple or 
special design; and may be made 
of any color of Plain, Jaspé, or 
Marbelle Linoleum. Selection of 
the proper border is almost as im- 
portant as choosing the floor it- 
self. A pleasing border on a floor is 
somewhat like the frame around 
a beautiful picture—it provides 
a finish and enhances the natural 
attractiveness of the floor. 


HELPFUL BORDER SUGGESTIONS 


Simple Borders—A solid border of 
Plain Linoleum, Jaspé, or Marbelle, 
either 6, 9, or 12 inches wide is the 
most common form of linoleum border. 
Many colors are used for such borders, 
the most popular being plain black and 
black Marbelle. Because of the wide- 
spread use of these colors for borders 
Patterns 27, 02, and 021 are avail- 
able in ready cut rolls—6, 9, or 12 
inches wide in Heavy, Medium, and 
Standard Gauge. 

Linostrips—A variation of the 
simple, one-color border described 
above is obtained through the use of 
Linostrips, narrow strips of linoleum 
either 5% inch or 1 inch in width. A 
brightly colored Linostrip laid between 
border and field acts as an accent, 
bringing out the full beauty of the floor. 
Sometimes two or more Linostrips are 
used to effect a double or triple border 
Often a Linostrip is set in the floor 
several inches from the wall, with the 
field material forming a border. 

Linostrips are available in all colors 
of Plain Linoleum, Jaspé, Marbelle, 


and allover marbles. All colors are 
made in a variety of thicknesses. They 
come in rolls 45 feet long. 

Plain border and Linostrip recom- 
mendations for all inlaid patterns are 
shown on pages 347-50. 

Special Border Effects—The popu- 
larity of special border treatments such 
as shown on the facing page has grown 
each year. The design possibilities of 
these special borders are seemingly 
endless. Although special borders are 
not carried in stock, they may be cut 
at the factory if desired. 

Tailor-made borders for special jobs 
will be designed by the Armstrong 
Bureau of Interior Decoration without 
charge. If these are to be cut by the 
store layers on the job the narrow 
border material in the 6-, 9-, or 12-inch 
width will simplify the cutting of the 
special designs. Since these borders are 
cut double, that is, both colors used in 
the design being cut at the same time, 
it is often possible to save money by 
using the same border in reverse for the 
floor in an adjoining room. 
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This nail-head border combines No. 018 Marbelle with Dark Gray 
No. 22, White No. 23, Silver Gray No. 26, and Black No. 27.

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MANAGEMENT AND MERCHANDISING 
METHODS THAT INCREASE PROFITS 


HERE is a real opportunity 

for profit in the sale of hard 
surface floorings as indicated by 
the records of stores in every 
section of the country. In study- 
ing the reasons for the success of 
these stores the Armstrong 


TEN BASIC 


1. Management—There should be 
concentrated attention upon the prob- 
lems of the linoleum department. 
Where the size of the business warrants, 
it is well to have a separate manager. 

2. Department Arrangement and 
Display—The linoleum department 
should be well located, with adequate 
floor space, proper identification, and 
good lighting. It should have a paneled 
floor, a good merchandise display, a 
border cabinet, and displays of sun- 
dries. Model rooms are also effective. 

3. Salesmanship—Salesmen should 
be well trained and their training 
should include a knowledge of the 
merchandise, the proper selling ap- 
proach, how to trade-up, selling extras, 
and how to close the sale. If possible, 
salesmen should specialize on linoleum. 

4, Advertising—The linoleum ad- 
vertising program should be carefully 
scheduled in advance. Sufficient adver- 
tising should be done to secure maxi- 
mum results. The copy should be de- 
signed to build departmental traffic, 
and to sell style, beauty, and quality 
rather than price alone. 

5. Window Display—The depart- 
ment should get its share of linoleum 
window displays; displays that attract 
attention, arouse interest, create de- 
sire, and impel action. 


Bureau of Retail Merchandising 
has compiled detailed studies of 
the operating methods used. 
This wealth of valuable data is 
briefly summarized in the follow- 
ing Ten Basic Factors of Man- 
agement and Merchandising: 


FACTORS 


6. Developing New Business—T'o 
obtain more than merely “going” 
business, the merchant should sell bor- 
ders, custom floors, and sundries; de- 
velop the “every room” idea; and 
extend his operations to include Lino- 
wall. Outside selling should be used. 

7. Installation Service—Often it is 
installation that makes the difference 
between profit and loss. Layers should 
be efficient and well trained, and care 
taken that the 
reduces the waste of time and materials 
toa minimum. High standards of work- 
manship should always be maintained. 

8. Price Policy—Prices should be 
set to obtain the greatest net profit. 
It is not volume that counts, but the 
profit which that volume produces. 

9. Buying and Stock Control—A 
system of stock control should be in- 
stalled to permit balanced inventories. 
Style trends and new merchandise 
should be watched, and a constant 
effort made to increase turnover. 

10. Accounting—The linoleum de- 
partment should have separate ac- 
counting, should know its own costs, 
and should have adequate records to 
control current and future operations. 

Merchants interested in further 
details about these factors may write

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STEPS IN INSTALLING A LINOLEUM FLOOR 


1. Fit lining felt carefully, butting 
edges at seams. Lay felt back about 
half its length and spread paste on 
floor evenly and sparingly. Cover with 
lining felt quickly to insure a good bond.

3. Cut through overlapped layers of 
Plain, Jaspé, and Marbelle. Avoid 
scarring felt. Match the edges of pat- 
tern goods carefully, aligning figures 
and trimming to keep pattern whole. 


5. Trim borders carefully to fit against 
baseboards, into recesses, around 
corners, and across stairways. In 
bordering adjoining rooms, solid piece 
is fitted into doorway to avoid seams.

ITEM—WHERE AND HOW TO USE IT 


HERE underfloors are 

wood, Armstrong’s Lino- 
leum should always be installed 
by bonding it to a layer of Arm- 
strong’s Lining Felt, using Arm- 
strong’s Linoleum Paste as the 
adhesive. The felt takes up the 
expansion and contraction of the 
boards, thus preventing the lino- 
leum from buckling or splitting. 
It also makes the floor warmer, 
quieter, more resilient, and more 
comfortable. The removal of 
linoleum, when necessary, 1s 
much simpler when it is installed 
in this manner. 

On concrete floors, the use of 
lining felt is optional. However, 
it will help to take up the irregu- 
larities that are present in all 
concrete sub-floors and will add 
to the resiliency of the finished 
installation.

A daily dusting, an 
occasional washing with Arm-
